SPRAINS. 


W hy TW y Are So Sever© and How They 
Should He Treated. 
It is commonly said that a sprained 
joint is worse than a broken bone, aud 
this is often true, for in a severe sprain 
the injury is really greater than in a 
simple fracture. 
Tho ankle is perhaps 
the most frequently sprained of all tho 
joints, though the, knee, elbow aud 
wrist are also very liable to be injure?!, 
in falls especially. 
A sprain of a joint varies greatly iu 
severity. 
It may consist of a simple 
wrench, without the tearing of any of 
the ligaments, or it may be a more ex­ 
tensive injury, stopping just short of a 
dislocation. 
In a moderately severe case one or 
more of the ligaments of the joint w ill 
be torn slightly, or possibly completely 
across. The membrane beneath the lig­ 
aments, which retains the lubricating 
fluid of the joint, w ill be ruptured, per­ 
m itting the escape of more or less of 
this fluid into the parts about, and giv­ 
ing rise sometimes to a considerable 
swelling. This swelling maybe increas­ 
ed also by an effusion of fluid into the 
joint, especi illy if inflammation sets in, 
and finally there is usually a slight or 
even sometimes a quite pronounced es­ 
cape of blood into the tissues, aud this, 
gradually working to the surface, ap­ 
pears as a black and bine stain. 
In more severe cases the tendons pass­ 
ing over the joint and attaching the 
muscles which move it to the bones may 
suffer considerable damage, or one of 
them may be broken or torn from its a t­ 
tachment, bringing with it a sliver of 
bone. 
Where so much harm has bien 
done to all the parts—bones, ligaments, 
tendons aud muscles—it is easy to un­ 
derstand that mu' h pain will result aud 
that tho cure will be tedious. 
In the treatm ent of a sprain the first 
thing to be aimed at is to relieve pain 
and prevent inflammation, then to favor 
healing of the torn structures, and after 
that to restore the use of the limb. 
The first of these objects is accom­ 
plished by absolute rest of the injured 
part, the limb being raised, and by lead

SPRAINS. 


W hy T U } A r* So Severe and How They 
Should Be Treated. 
It is commonly isald that a sprained 
joint Is worse than a broken bone, and 
this ie often true, for in a severe sprain 
the injury is really greater than in a 
simple fracture. 
The ankle la perhaps 
the most frequently sprained of all tho 
joints, though 
the knee, elbow aud 
wrist are also very liable to be injured, 
in falls especially. 
A sprain of a joint varies greatly iu 
severity. 
It may consist of a sim ple 
wrench, without the tearing of any of 
the ligaments, or it may be a more ex­ 
tensive injury, stopping ju st short of a 
dislocation. 
In a rn Oiler ately severe case one or 
more of the ligam ents of the joint w ill 
be torn slightly, or possibly completely 
across. The membrane beneath the lig* 
aments, which retains tho lubricating 
fluid of the joint, w ill be ruptured, per­ 
m itting the escape of more or less of 
this fluid into the parts about, and giv­ 
ing rise sometimes to a considerable 
swelling. This swelling m aybe increas­ 
ed also by an effusion of fluid into the 
joint, especially if inflammation s* ta in, 
and finally there is usually a adight < r 
even sometimes a quite pronounced es­ 
cape of blood into the tissues, aud this, 
gradually working to the surface, ap­ 
pears as a black and blue stain. 
In more severe cases tho tendons pass­ 
ing over the joint and attaching the 
muscles which move it to the bones may 
suffer considerable damage, or one of 
them may be broken or torn from its a t­ 
tachment, bringing with it a sliver of 
bone. 
Where so much harm has been 
ne to all the parts— bones, ligaments, 
tendons aud muscles—it is easy to un­ 
derstand that mu* it pain w ill result aud 
that the euro will be tedious. 
In the treatment of a sprain the first 
thing to be aimed at is to relieve pain 
aud prevent inflammation, then to favor 
healing of the torn structures, and after 
that to restore the aw of the limb. 
The first of these objects is accom­ 
p lish t! by absolute rest of the injured 
part, the limb being raised, and by lead 
and opium wash, a spirit lotion, or such 
other local applications as the physic ian 
may prescribe. Swtdliug is prevented iu 
a measure aud pain is sometimes r» 
lieved by firm bandaging with a flan­ 
nel bandage, 
When the swelling, heat and pain 
are gone, the lim b should not bo used 
too soon, but should bo brought gradu­ 
ally hack to health by cold douching, 
dry rubbing in a direction toward the 
body and passive motion. 
It is some­ 
times necessary in very severe c a s e * t » 
treat the sprain by means of splints, ex­ 
actly as if it were a fracture or disloca 
tion.— Youth’s Companion.

SPRAINS. 


W h y I U 
; Arr* Bo S e v e re a n d H o w T h e y 
S h o u ld I le T r e a te d . 
It is com m only said that a sprained 
joint is worse than a broken bono, aud 
th is is often true* for in a Severe sprain 
the injury is really greater than in a 
sim ple fracture. 
Tho ankle is perhaps 
tho m ost frequently sprained of all tho 
Joints, though 
the knee, elbow 
and 
wrist are also very liable to be injured, 
in falls especially. 
A sprain of a joint varies greatly in 
severity. 
It m ay consist of a sim ple 
wrench, w ithout tho tearing of any of 
the ligam ents, or it m ay be a more ex 
tensive injury, stopping just abort of a 
dislocation. 
In a m oderately severe case one or 
moro of tho ligam ents of the joint w ill 
be torn sligh tly, or possibly com pletely 
across. Tho membrane beneath tho lig ­ 
aments, w hich retains the lubricating 
fluid of the joint, w ill be ruptured, per­ 
m itting tho escape of more or less of 
this fluid into the parts about, aud g i\- 
ing rise som etim es to a considerable 
sw elling. T his sw ellin g m aybe increas­ 
ed also br an effusion of fluid into tho 
joint, especially if inflam m ation sets in, 
and finally there is usually a (dight or 
even som etim es a quite pronounced es­ 
cape of blood into the tissues, and th is 
gradually w orking to the surface, ap­ 
pears as a black and bine stain. 
In more severe cases the tendons pass­ 
ing over the joint and attaching the 
m uscles w hich m ove it to the bones m ay 
suffer considerable damage, or one of 
them may be broken or torn from its a t­ 
tachm ent, bringing w ith it a sliver of 
bone. 
W here so much harm lins been 
done to all tho parts— bones, ligam ents, 
tendons and m uscle#— it ie easy to un­ 
derstand that much pain w ill result aud 
that the cure w ill be tedious. 
In the treatm ent of a sprain the first 
thing to be aim ed at is to relieve pain 
and prevent inflam m ation, then to favor 
healing of the torn structures, and afttr 
that to restore the use of the lim b. 
The first of these objects is accom ­ 
plished by absolute rent of the injured 
part, the lim b being raised, and by lead 
and opium wash, a spirit lotion, or >uch 
other local applications as the physician 
m ay proseri i n. S w ellin g is prevented in 
measure aud pain is som etim es r< 
Revert by firm bandaging w ith a flan­ 
nel bandage. 
W hen the sw ellin g, heat aud pain 
are gone, the lim b should not bo used 
too Noon, but should be brought gradu­ 
ally back to health by cold douching, 
dry rubbing in a direction toward the 
body and passive m otion.

time# necessary in very severe ca" * t > 
treat the sprain by m eans of splints, ex­ 
actly as if it were a fracture or d id o es 
tion. — Y outh's Companion.

or and exchange vit wa about him. They 
took places on all sides of the cockatoo 
and began a chattering w hich soon at- 1 
tracted attention from all the neighbor­ 
ing w indow s. 
They hopped about from 
branch to branch, but never approach- j 
ed nearer than a yard to the puzzled 
stranger. For a tim e the cockatoo view 
ed the conclave about him w ith sereni­ 
ty, but the strain became too much for 
him , and finally found expression in a 
lories of the most penetrating screeches, j 
accompanied by the .elevation of hi* 
light green plum e, w hich bad previous- j 
ly been partly concealed in bis fluffy * 
snow w hite feathers. 
T his dem onstra j 
tion add< d threefold to the wonderment 1 
and fright 
if 
the 
sparrows aud in j 
creased the volum e of their chattering 
in like proportion. 
B ut the unwelcom e foreigner soon 
found that tho < battering w as harm -' 
h-#f, aud that the saucy sparrows lack- i 
ed the courage to make an attack. Find­ 
ing him self surrounded on all sides by j 
the little nuisances, he gradually work­ 
ed his way through one side of the rii 
j 
cie aud out on the end of a branch, J 
where lie pi robed contentedly and view 
ed his tormenters w ith the calm est in 
difference. 
H aving found that the in 
trader would neither take nor give o f­ 
fense, tho -parr* ws one by one fie'; 
away, leaving the cockatoo to take a 
nap in peace and quiet. 
M eanwhile the cat colony of the back 
yards had been aroused by the unusual 
activity of the feathered 
tribe, aud 
there had been a gradual concentration 
of the feline forces near t lie base of the 
tree w hich formed the cockatoo’s pere! 
This meant a catfigh t as sure as preach 
lug, aud it was not long before the bos 
talkies Liuku out. 
Then the dogs had 
their turn, and the cats disappeared, 
but to tho last the cockatoo sat unruffled 
lu his feathers in tho tree top.—'JNew 
York Bun.

reasons for living out of England and 
cranks, which term includes certain in­ 
dividuals who for some canso or other 
have developed a feeling of hatred for 
the land of their birth.

exiles of their own accord. 
On Munday the elite of the English 
colony turns out to til** Church of the 
Em bassy in the Rue d ’Agu* sscau. Hero 
for a number of years Dr. Nay* a, who 
was formerly a L<*yt**nstone incumbent, 
has preached, aud here a collection bag 
goes regularly round, aud is as regular­ 
ly returned in a condition of com para­ 
tive emptiness. 
For your Englishm an 
of the English colony is either in a con­ 
dition to help largely support the church 
and does or cis** gives nothing at all. 
Duo thing must be said about tho 
English and Americans who goto Paris. 
They support the city. 
W ithout their 
patronage there is scarcely a big shop 
on the boulevards that would not close 
its dor rs within a few m ouths.— Loudon 
Mail.
